A Subscriber Who Wants gome Informa- 


tion About the Towboat Jno. A. Porter. 
Editor Times:—To decide a bet will 


you state in what year the Jno. A. 
Porter passed Portsmouth with tlie 
vellow fever on board. 


A SUBSCRIBER. 


The latter part of August, 1878. The 


boat had gone from Pittsbnrg to New 
Orleans with a tow, arriving in that 
city durfng tlie epidemic of yellow 
fever. 
Several hands were shipped at 


New Orleans and in the trip lip the 
river yellow fever broke out'. 
The 


boat attempted to 
land in several 


places, but was prevented by the 
authorities. 
Finally a landing was 


made near Gallipolis, 
and 
several 


barges cut loose. These floated down 
the river, people being afraid to catch 
them. Finally one of the barges-.-was 
caught and tied up near Indian Run, 
and in a short time the family of James 
Williamson contracted 
the 
disease. 


Several in that neighborhood died. 
When tlie disease broke out tlie board 
of health of this city held a meeting to 
take some action to prevent its spreading. 
This meeting was held Sept. 18, 1878, 
Among the members of the board were 
the late D. N. Murray, John K. Lod- 
wick, Dr. Kline and Mr, Purduni. On 
motion of Dr. Kline .a quarantine was 
declared against residents of the Indian 
Run neighborhood and Capt. Little, 
commanding the feny boat, instructed 
not to bring any Kentuckians to this 
eify. 


Tlie tow boat John A. Porter was 


fumigated and again put in the New 
Orleans 
trade. 
Subsequently 
her 


name was changed to the Sidney Dil- 
lon and under that name still runs on 
the Ohio.

Dellphtful Recipes for 


Spring-Time Breakfast Table. 


Jt Is your home Avoman with aprac- 


ticaJ knowledge of the advantages of 
genuinely good living that knows the 
first meal of the day should be a 
nutritious one. The breakfasts should 
be well cooked, the dishes appetizing 
and good to look at. 


For all well-appointed 
breakfasts 


fruit, either raw or cooked in some 
way, generally begins this repast. 


Apples cooked in this manner as a 


breakfast dish are a welcome varia- 
tion: Por a family of six take eight or 
ten fine soft tart apples, peel, core, 
slice and set to soak for at least three 
hours in sugar moistened with brandy 
and lemon juice. Drain from this and 
fry to a cleiix brown in butter, sprinkle 
well with powdered stiga.r and cinna- 
mon; then serve. 


It is to the southern housekeeper 


that we owe the cooking of hot breads 
in all their perfection. 
To make what 


13 called pone, upon one quart of white 
cornmeal pour just enough boiling wa- 
ter to scald it through. After stirring 
it thoroughly, let it stand until cold; 
rub into it a piece of butter a.bout the 
size of ,1 small egg a.nd add a little 
salt. 
Beat two eggs until light, with- 


out separating, add them to the meal, 
mix well, add one pint of sour milk or 
buttermilk, beat until smooth. Dis- 
solve one tenspooDful of soda in a 
tablespoonful 
of boiling vrateT, stir 


in the mixture, turn into a greased bak- 
ing pan and balce in a quick oven for 
35 minutes. 
This is a fine corn bread 


for either breakfast or tea. 


Baked eggs as a delicacy for the early 


meal is unsurpassed. 
In a good hot 


oven on a stoneware platter melt a 
large lump of butter. 
When thor- 


oughly softened shake it all over the 
dish in order to grease it well. 
On 


this hot "butter drop six freeh eggs as 
if for poaching. 
When the whites are 


set they are done. 
This should be 


served with long and narrow pieces of 
toast without crust, which will aci; as a 
garnish for the edge of the dish. 


Boston can boast of fine brown 


bread, and equally so the Boston brown 
hash, which is an excellent breakfast 
dish. 
Chop up the remains of any 


cold meat, either beef or mutton. 
At 


the bottom of the dish pnt a layer of 
mashed potatoes (cold ones will an- 
swer). 
Then a layer of meat, then a 


strata of stale bread crumbs, season 
with salt and pepper, here and there a 
few bits of butter, and moisten with a 
half cup of beef gravy; then another 
layer of potatoes. 
Drop a knifg into 


milk and smooth over the top. Ba-ke 
in a moderate oven until a nice brown. 
Serve hot. 


."For a cheese omelette break 12 eggs 


into a bowl, beat lightly with a fork for 
a minute onlj" add one cupful of milk 
and two ounces of American or Par- 
mesan cheese grated, season with salt 
and pepper. 
Put in a frying pan two 


ounces of butter, when melted pour 
in the eggs. 
Wluen they thicken suffi- 


ciently, fold in two and serve imme- 
diately. 
The best made omelette will 


spoil if kept waiting.—Detroit Free 
Press. 


JRcvlval of a Smart Faihlon First Intro- 


duced in ItsJy. 


The new silks lately introduced for 


crocheting and knitting fashionable 
waistcoat forcibly recall the shim- 
mering ones donned by our great- 
grandmothers, and most, likely worked 
by themselves in: faint imitation of the 
gorgeous articles worn by men during 
several centuries. 
The modern knit- 


ter will probably shrink, from vying- 
with 'the patient skill of the woman of 
a former age, but we may depend on 
the hand-knitting machines and manu- 
facturers' frames to revive the idea 
and produce marvelous adaptations of 
the once gaudy craze. 
Here is an 


example of a showy waistcoat lost in 
1712 by a Mrs. Beale, and described by 
"Malcolm" as knitted with green silk 
and gold and silver flowers all over it, 
further enhanced with about 14 yards 
Of gold and silver thick lace., 
This 


smart fashion was probably first intro- 
duced from ItaJr, the country of gold 
and silver weaving. 
In fact, there is 


at the South Kensington museum a 
coat of Italian "origin belonging to the 
l?th century, and similar to a cardi- 
gan without pockets. 
It is knitted 


in pale blue stocking web, set off in 
front and at the back with wide bands 
of flowers and scrolls wrought entirely 
in gold and silver, but whether knitted 
with the silk or grafted on the web- 
bing is not easy to ascertain through 
the bad light and glass door. 
Crhese 


designs extend about two inches from 
the shoulder seams down to three 
inches from the edge, which is knitted 
with three seta of dice pattern. 
The 


somewhat full sleeves axe headed with 
several rows of garter stitch, and fin- 
ished off with gauntlet cuffs display- 
ing the fancy device. 
Blue silk binds 


the neck and the fronts, over which are 
either worked close buttonholes or 
sewn blue and tinsel buttons surround- 
ed with the Greek pattern in chain 
stitch.—London Queen.
